We had the opportunity to talk 
with two of the members about past lead¬ 
ership, upcoming plans, and influence 
with the student body. 

Why did you run? How did 
you come to the conclusion to run, 
whether it was friends, other candi¬ 
dates, etc.? 

Tim Beutler: “I was upset no one ran last 
year. I wanted there to be an election.” 
Ryan Mayer: “From early this year, I 
wanted to be involved in student govern¬ 
ment. I enjoy being here, and I wanted to 
help out any way I could. No one else 
influenced me, but I’m glad to be working 
with the other candidates.” 

Do you have any pertinent past 
experience? 

Beutler: Past leadership includes band¬ 
leader and Latin committee member. 
Mayer: “I have been involved with stu¬ 
dent government.” 

What do you feel is the differ¬ 
ence between class officers and student 
council members? 

Beutler: “Student Council should look 
out for the welfare of the entire school 
while class officers should look out for the 
particular class.” 

Mayer: “The class officers are mainly 
concerned with their class. Student 
Council is concerned as a whole for the 
school. Student Council is helping the stu¬ 
dent body as opposed to one class.” 

On a scale of 1 to 10, how would 
you rate this year? 

Beutler: “5 or 6.” Tim feels this year was 
good but plans on improving next year. 
Mayer: “I’d have to give it a 7 because 
the year was good, but I think there were 
some things we could have done different¬ 
ly” 


Do you have any future plans? 
Goals? Priorities? What do you plan 
on changing or keeping the same from 
this year? 

Beutler: “Reinvigorating class spirit 

through rallies. I want to do something 
that makes the students think the student 
council is doing something.” 

Mayer: “I have many goals. The first 
goal is to improve rallies. I don’t think 
putting your head on a baseball bat will 
increase a team’s ability to win. I also 
think the school’s spirit should change. 
The spirit is good, but I think we should 
bring it more into the school. The thing I 
would keep the same is this group’s work 
ethic.” 

What are you plans for future 
dances and mixers? Do you have any 
fund raising schemes? 

Beutler: Tim has a grand idea he wants 
the student council to pursue, but he won’t 
reveal it until next year. 

Mayer: “As far as the dances go, we’re 
going to bring back the big screens. We’re 
also going to play songs people want to 
hear by adding some kind of poll. We are 
going to try to have informal dances that 
upperclassmen aren’t afraid to go to. The 
senior class officers will be in charge of 
prom and fall formal, which will be a big 
production.”

Every summer, Hollywood 
attempts to outdo the previous summer’s 
films, releasing movies with big stars, state 
or the art special effects and outstanding 
storylines. These Blockbuster movies get 
more outlandish and excessive each year 
and true to form. The Matrix Reloaded and 
X-Men 2 certainly fit the trend. 

X-2: X-Men United brings back 
all the favorite characters of the first 
blockbuster X-Men film, and then some, 
for the sequel. Dr. Charles Xavier and his 
mutant cohorts resist more anti-mutant 
measures. The central theme of mutant 
extermination comes in the form of a 
rogue colonel, prompting good and bad 
mutants to unite against him.
